Hoover knew there would be a 
ravage fight on Mellon's confirmation 
and refrained from submitting the 
name. 


The McKellar resolution went fur- 


ther—it, also instructed ihe commi1- 
tee 10 ascertain "whether in view of 
the provisions of the laws of '.he 
United State?. Andrew W. Mellon may 
legally hold the office of secretary of 
the treasury." 


This wa.s in reference to Mellon's 


wide corporation holdings and inter- 
ests, and that federal statute whirh 
specifies the secretary of the treasury 
shall not engage in trade and com- 
merce.

"The greatest intellectual need of 


the United States is unquestionably 
a thorough revision of our system of 


i education, from botom to1 the top, 
from the elementary schools clear 
through to the universities," he in- 


! sisted.

cated, the Virginia director of the 
Ltandcr McCormick Observatory at 
Charlottesvillc explained.
